Hopgood Supports "Renewable Energy Plan 


State Representative Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood (D-Taylor) says he has thrown 
his support behind an aggressive plan 
to establish Michigan as a 21st-century 
powerhouse of renewable energy pro- 
duction, which will attract cutting-edge 
industries and boost our economy. Ac- 
cording to Hopgood, the plan aims to 
decrease our dependence on foreign 
oil, fight global warming, and help pro- 
tect our Great Lakes and Mieniganie 
other natural resources. 

"Michigan has the highly skilled 
workforce and vast natural resources 


needed to become a powerhouse in the 


emerging field of renewable energy,’ 

said Hopgood, a member of the House 

Energy and Technology Committee. "By 

investing in renewable energy, we can 

attract 21st-century businesses to our 
state and create good- paying jobs for 
our workers.” 

The House Democrats 21st-cen- 
tury Renewable Energy Plan will: 

e require that renewable energy 
sources—suchas solar, wind, hydro- 
electric and biomass-based power — 
account for 10% of the State’s en- 
ergy production by 2015. The plan 
sets a goal of 25% by 2025. 


e foster more “alternative-energy re- 
naissance zones" across the State 
by including solar and wind genera- 
tion and fuel-cell technologies among 
those that qualify for renaissance 
zone tax abatements, thereby help- 
ing to spur local investment in re- 
newable energy. 

e promote energy conservation through 
updated construction codes and con- 
sumertax credits for energy-efficient 
appliances. 

e provide tax credits for the purchase 
of solar equipment. 

e establish a Statewide target of re- 
ducing electricity consumption by 1% 
per year. 

Hopgood also noted that House 
Democrats will be examining ways to 
expand programs at community colleges 
to train workers to maintain new renew- 
able energy technologies.

In an effort to achieve cost savings 
in public schools, the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed House Bill 4592 re- 
quiring school district boards to conduct 
a study on opportunities for sharing 
services.
